“Around the swimming pool, by day, 
a trio of little girls (ages 3%, 2% and 
1%) raise continual riot.

Thus TIME magazine describes the 
“ynhinged” menage of Columbia Ree- 
ords’ Johnny Cash, whose current single 
record, “Frankie’s Man J ohnny”, and 
album, “The Fabulous Johnny Cash”, 
are high on best-seller lists. 4 

In Saskatoon, Duluth, Hawaii or 
Australia, wherever tall (6 ft. 1 in, 
195 lbs.) Johnny sounds off with his 
own “country” ballads in his deep, 
twanging baritone, the tour is sure to 
pay off. For these days the jukebox 
set is on a crying jag: hangings, mur- 
ders, deaths, burials and blighted loves 


are the subjects they want a man to 


sing about. And ever since Johnny Cash 
came out of the Arkansas delta, he has 
been singing about sorrow with spec- 
tacular success. In four years, half a 
hundred Cash-composed songs have sold 
more than 6,000,000 records. 

As a youngster, Johnny had _some- 
thing to cry about. Born near Kings- 
land, Ark. (“just a wide place in the 
road”) he grew up on a hard scrabble 
farm. Johnny’s Baptist family were 
mainly hymn singers, but his mother 


reckoned that it was all right to teach ~ 


JOHNNY CASH 
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the boys how to strum her battered 
old guitar. At twelve Johnny was writ- 
ing poems, songs, and gory stories. 
At 22, after a tour in the Air Force, 
he was married, making a poor living 
as an appliance salesman in the poorer 
sections of Memphis. 


But he and two friends — billed as 

Johnny Cash and the Tennessee Two — 
were also working at church socials. 
Four years ago they got a singing try- 
out with Sun Records (the outfit that 
discovered Elvis Presley and Jerry Lee 
Lewis), and their first song was 
Johnny’s “Cry, Cry, Cry.” And Johnny 
had it made. 
“Cry” sold 100,000 copies in the south 
alone. “Folsom Prison Blues,” “Ballad 
of a Teen-Age Queen” — everything 
he turned out became a hit. And every- 
thing he composed came easily. “I 
write songs in the back of the car,” 
Johnny explains, “or in hotel rooms, 
in planes.” But “write” is the wrong 
word. He cannot read a note. Johnny 
simply picks out the tunes that arrange 
themselves in his head, plays them over 
and over till the boys know them well 
and can record them on tape.

It was at the golf club that Johnny 
zan be said to have experienced his 
first “break” to start him on his profes- 
sional life as a singer. One of his fellow 
caddies made mention of Johnny’s great 
voice to a member of the club, who 
expressed an interest and desire to 
hear him sing. Accordingly, the caddy 
escorted the member into the pro shop 
where, as would be expected, Johnny 
was caroling one of the hit tunes of 
the day, and the member queried 
Johnny at length about his ambition, 
his background, and observed the 
youngster’s keen alertness and gentle- 


manly bearing with beaming approval. . 


Assuring Johnny that he would do 
something about him, the gentleman 
approached a close personal friend who 
was an executive of the Paramount 
Theatres Circuit in Texas. 

At the time, the Paramount Theatre 
headquarters in New York were in the 
process of organizing their record sub- 
sidiary, ABC-PARAMOUNT, and the 
Texas executive soon contacted J ohnny 
and arranged for him to record a tape 
of four songs which was then sent to

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the headquarters of the new record 
company in New York. Many Para- 
mount Theatre heads throughout the 
country had been submitting similar 
artists for consideration for recording 
contracts, but, for the most part, the 
material and artists submitted were 
below the required standards which 
Sam H. Clark, president of the newly- 
organized record division, had set. As 
it happened, Nash’s tape was the last 
one to be auditioned, mainly- because 
it had been recorded on a home re- 
corder, which was slower than pro- 
fessional speed, consequently, quite a 
few weeks passed before the tape was 
heard—and a unanimous decision to 
sign Johnny immediately was reached 
by all members of the ABC-PARA- 
MOUNT staff. 


Johnny’s initial release caused enough 
comment and received such widespread 
acceptance that the record company 
knew that, before too long, the teenage 
titan of song would hit the top. Never- 
theless, with the large roster of artists 
carried by the label, another ten months 
passed before Johnny recorded again. 
At that time he recorded two selections, 
the time-honored standard, “I’ll Walk 
Alone” and “The Ladder of Love.” 
While in New York for the session, 
he auditioned for the Arthur Godfrey 
Talent Scouts program and, not only 
won the award for the evening’s com- 
petition, but made enough of an im- 
pression on Mr Godfrey himself, that 
he was offered a permanent contract 
to appear on the Godfrey morning 
simulcast, with “the ol’ redhead” enter- 
ing into Johnny’s career personally by 
his arranging for young Nash’s school- 
ing to be completed in New York with 


an extracurricular schedule of musica] 


study. 

All this traveling and performing for 
varied-sized audiences added to the 
youngster’s poise and_ self-assurance, 
plus his regular appearances on the 
Godfrey shows, which gave him an en- 
viable degree of self-confidence and 
definite knowledge of his craft. ;

OE Dublin, Ireland on Saturday, March 
14. 

Upon their arrival, they were greeted 
by Mr. Robert Ward, Jr., Counsellor 
of the American Embassy in Dublin; 
and Mr. John R. Beitz, also of the 
Embassy. 

The first two days in Ireland, the 
group was taken on tours of Dublin, 
a Springtime scenery excursion along 
the East Coast, and a visit to Ireland’s 
famous Ardmore Movie Studios. 

They attended a press reception in 
their honor at the Hotel Greshman 
where they met with many of Ireland’s 
top-ranked newspapermen.

ROGK AND ROLL ? 


By GUY LOMBARDO 


There is a mistaken impression on 
the part of many that dance band 
leaders like myself have “something 
against” rock and roll. 

Let me set the record straight, I, for 
one, happen to greatly like the rock 
’n roll beat, and have, in fact, added 
a more discernible “beat” (although 
it still isn’t rock ’n roll) to my own 
dance music because I feel that the 
public now definitely wants more ‘“‘beat” 
than they did ten years ago. 5 

I also want to go on record as saying 
I think that the popularity of rock ’n 
roll has been of great help to the entire 
dance business, . Before rock ’n roll 
came along the teen-agers in this na- 
tion had forgotten how to dance, be- 
cause for a full ten years instead of 
dancing they preferred to curl up next 
to their phonographs and listen only 
to vocal recordings. 

The rock ’n roll beat got them back 
on the dance floor. Today’s teen agers 
are, by far, the best dancers I have 
ever seen during my entire career as 
a bandleader. ; . 

My only tiny c'yjection to rock n 
roll is that in its »eginning it wasn’t 
music. It was only “beat,” and the 
melodies which were put to that beat 
were pure junk. The proof is in the 
pudding: none of the early rock ’n roll 
“songs” have achi ved “standard” 
status—that is, none of them are still 
being played, or will ever be played 
again. 

Today the story is ciTerent. There 
are good songs being written for the 
rock ’n roll beat, and thc» are beauti- 
ful old standards (“Sn ke Gets In 


Your eyes,” “If I Didn’t Care,” “Star- 
dust,” and many others) being adapted 
to that rhythm. The result is that to- 
day we have good music being played 
in the kind of beat many young people 
enjoy dancing to. 

However, on my recent tour of the 
nation [I discovered something else 
about young people. While it is per- 
fectly true that they want to hear 
music with a “beat,” it has become in- 
creasingly true that the teen agers are 
again asking for tunes that are played 
softly, and to which they can dance 
closely and romantically. 

There is no law which states that 
a person cannot enjoy dancing to all 
kinds of music, and I have been seeing 
definite evidence of a great desire on 
the part of young people to dance to 
the slow fox-trots, waltzes and such, 
along with rock ’n roll. 

I prefer not to play rock ’n roll be- 
cause it has always been my philosophy 
that my job is to please my public. 
My public told me some years ago that 
what they enjoyed most about my band 
was the purring sound of the saxa- 
phones, the pin-point sound of the 
trumpets, and the fact that our music 
enables dancers to get into a romantic 
mood. There was a time, some years 
ago, when we tried to alter our style 
somewhat, and we were immediately 
reminded by our public that they 
wanted none of that from us. 

Thus, when we play for dancing, or 
when we make a recording, we always 
bear in mind that people have come 


to identify us with a certain “sound” 


and with a certain mood.

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Practically everyone at sometime or 
other has tried writing a song. Some 
labor for many years and never come 
up with the “big one”; others are re- 
peatedly successful and write popular 
tunes consistently. The difference be- 
tween the two (the successful and un- 
successful song writer) is knowing 
what the public wants. The successful 
tunesmith is the one who writes song's 
that are “commercially” acceptable. 


It’s true that there have been many 
examples of the “one-shot’’ successful 
song writer. These people write one hit, 
but never write another. They catapult 
for a short time to the top of Tin Pan 
Alley’s heap, but after that one song 
they’re never heard from again. It’s 
generally agreed by the veterans of the 
song writing profession that song writ- 
ing is a business like anything else. 
The song writer who can continuously 
bat-out successful tunes has studied the 
public, and he has studied the song 
writing business thoroughly. He works 
hard, and combines this with an inher- 
ent ability to write either melodies or 
lyrics, or both, which the publie will 
accept and buy 


There are some outstanding examples 
of tunesmiths like Irving Berlin and 
Cole Porter who can consistently write 
big hits by working alone. But, by far, 
the greater majority of song writers 
work in pairs or even threes. Julie 
Styne and Sammy Cahn, George and 
Ira Gershwin, De Sylva, Brown and 
Henderson, Mack Gordon and Harry 
Revel, Rodgers and Hammerstein and 
Al Hoffman and Dick Manning are 
just a few examples of successful song- 
writing combination, past and present. 


It may be of interest to examine 
one of these big-league song writing 
combinations at work. 

Individually and as a team Al Hoff- 
man and Dick Manning have written 
some of the biggest hit songs ever 
sung, whistled, hummed or danced to 
by the world. Both are rated “AA” in 
ASCAP, and have written, either alone, 
together, or with other collaborators, 
such perennial hits as ““Mairzy Doates,” 
“Takes Two To Tango,” “Heartaches,” 
“Papa Loves Mambo,” “I’m Gonna Live 
Till I Die,” “Hot Diggity,” “I Apolo- 
gize,’ “Oh-Oh I’m Falling In Love

Hoffman and Manning each write 
both lyrics and melody. Their songs 
are the product of elose collaboration. 
Their ideas frequently come from “thin 
air.” ° 


A good portion of their time together 
iS spent in “just talking,” which they 
believe is of prime importance to en- 
able them to come up with ideas, 
titles, phrases, and snatches of melody 
to go into their songs. When they feel 
themselves getting tense, which occa- 
sionally happens, they engage in a 
form of “nonsense talk” which they’ve 
labelled “Yugovarian” — meaningless 
phrases and sentences designed to make 
each other laugh and relax their ten- 
sions so that they can get back to work 
again. Each carries a memo pad on his 
person, in which to scribble thoughts 
during the day. At their daily meetings 
they discuss their thoughts, work out 
their ideas, and write songs. They spend 
approximately 32 hours together each 
week working’ on a formal basis. How- 
ever, they’re practically working “all 
the time,” since an idea for a song, or 
a title, may pop up during a social con- 
versation, or while reading a news- 
paper, or while watching a television 
drama. 

Once they have conceived and written 
a song they proceed to write the ar- 
rangement for the “demonstration” 
record to be heard by song publishers 
and recording company executives. 
Their theory is that the better the 
demonstration recording, the better will 
be their chances of having the song 
properly received by the right people. 
Therefore, they frequently devote as 
much time and energy to the prepara- 
tion of the “demo” as they do to writ- 
ing the song, itself. : 

Not all the songs they have written 


have become hits, but to achieve the — 


kind of status they have attained in 


the music world Hoffman and Manning |
